•  >  | willy  clear  that  they  are  paving  for 
it  at  a  ratio  with  which  nothing  else 
m  the  lain ir  market  is  comparable. 
W*  fcjualc  servants  scarce  !  Certain¬ 
ly  Hot.  IitMik  at  tlie crowded  benches 
in  ouV  so  called  ‘intelligence  [Heaven 
save  the  mark  ,'J  offices  i”  glance  at  the 
long  line  of  steerage  passengers,  as 
they  detile  into  Castle  Garden  from 
the  crowded  decks  of  our'  emigrant 
shij»s  Hundreds  of  women  and  girls 
arc  hast  ening  to  our  shores  from  every 
part  of  Kurojte,  asking  for  places  in 
our  kitchens.  Is  it  that  most  of  these 
are  ignorant,  and  valueless  to  the 
Ii  ilseheeker  who  must  have  skilled 
i  ’  No.  ignorant  most  of  tliem 
i *  rl  iinly  are,  and  many  seem  incapa- 
I  f  learning :  yet  the  Irish  girl  who, 
i  *  injil*  «ved  in  Duhliu,  would  consider 
:  isclt  well  paid  for  her  lalxir  by  CIO, 

■  at  most  C 1 2.  jx*r  aimum,  no  sooner 
presses  her  foot  ujxm  American  soil 
than  she  (lemamls^$2P0. 

^  More  than  any  class  of  women  in 
the  worjdy-  if  we  except  the  indolent 
Asiatic,  do  American  women  need  ser¬ 
vants.  We  have  noi  the  robust  frame 
nor  the  sturdy  strength  of  the  British 
matron  or  the  German  Ifmutfruu. 

I »'ii*  climate  is  exhausting,  our  frames 

■  slight, .and  our  nerves  weak.  We 

t  do  much  w’ith  our  heads, — much 
*|  aiming  ami  thinking,  much  arrang¬ 
ing  and  directing.  To  supplement 
.this  we  need  the  strung  arms,  the  t^re 
less  l»ack>,  ,of  the  peusuut  women  of 
jtlie  Old  World.  If  we  were  wise  and 
M-.nsible  enough  to  pay  them  moder 
ately  but  fairly,  to  make  them  dress 
suitably  and  live  plainly,  in  every  case 
where  we  now  can  have  but  one  pair 
of  hands  to  assist  in  the  household 
work  whilj-  we  make  shift  to  do  the 
rest£we  might  have  two.  Yes,  there 
m  iiu  question  that  if  the  maid-of-all 
Work!  w liniiow  receives  sixteen  dollars 
’per  month,  and  is  fed  “  like  one  of  the 
family,"  were  to  receive  the  same 
that  alt  Knglisli  housekeeper  would 
pay  fn  eat  what  English  servants  are 
given  to  eat  instep  of  our  broils  and 
r- usts  and  tlaintV  luxuries  in  the  way 

■  >f  desert h.  the  jaded  female  bead  of 
<>ur*  smaller  American  households 
would  find  that  site  could  could  “  keep 
two  gp  Is  without  adding  a  dollar  to 
her  yearly  expenses.*

AFTER  THE  BATTLE  OF  SHILOH.

The  morning  of  April  fc  1  broke 
dear  and  crisp  over  the  tired  re  inn  an  to 
of  both  aniue*.  The  Confe.Wau,  had 
the  broad  rolling  country  from  Shiloh 
Church  to  Corinth  to  lay  down  their 
wounded  upon— to  bury  their  dead.  The 
Union  army  had  not  a  hospital  on  land 
on  the  first  or  second  day  of  U*e  atil^. 
excepting  the  few  temporary  ornv  foi 
surge  ai  purpose*  in  what  has  been  ele¬ 
gantly  described  as  -*the  pocket  between 
the  nver  and  an  impassible  cre*-k  “  TIs- 
Union  dead  lay  where  they  fell  until  the 
>Jth.  The  (pouf  edera te*  were  promptly 
removed  or  buned.  tew  of  them  were, 
or  their  wounded,  encountered  when  we 
advanced  and  retook  our  old  camp*, 
during  the  afternoon  of  the  sth  of  April. 

The  mortality  in  the  open  air  was 
great,  the  death- lint  in  the  h«e*pital 
ateamhoaln  was  far  greater.  Soon  a»  a 
poor,  mutilated  fellow  m*d  from  of 
blood  or  exhaustion  on  l-sird  he  w:os 
w  rapped  up  in  a  blanket  and  carried 
ashore,  up  the  steep,  slippery  bluff,  to  be 
buried  as  soon  as  convenient.  It  was 
not  an  uncommon  sight  to  see  a  w  ounded 
soldier,  with  his  garments  stained  with 
blood,  borne  along  in  the  arms  of  loving 
comrades,  or  taken  from  the  ambulance 
at  the  landing,  and  there  to  encounter, 
while  going  down  the  bluff,  the  corps- 
of  a  comrade  ascending  the  same,  going 
to  his  shroudless,  cottinieas  grave.  Ar¬ 
riving  at  the  boat,  he  was  placed  on  one 
of  the  deckB  that  had  a  vacant  place. 
Should  he  happen  at  one  without  room 
he  was  earthed  to  another.  There  his 
comrades'  duty  ended.  The  ambulance 
wdien  it  delivered  its  precious  but  sor¬ 
rowful  load  turned  to  the  south  and 
brought  again  and  again  to  the  landing 
its  load  of  broken-luubej,  bleeding  Union 
soldiers. 

Visiting  the  steamboat  that  had  car¬ 
ried  us  from  St  Louis  only  a  few  Java 
before,  to  seek  dear  inends  and  com¬ 
rades  on  this  day,  we  were  amazed  to 
find  the  unfortunates  lying  along  the 
mam  salo<in  floor  and  stretched  Out  ujm.ii 
tlie  bloodi-stained  decks  in  a  space  of  six 
inches  or  so  between  the  heads  of  the 
two  rows,  one  on  the  jiort  aide,  the  other 
on  the  starhoard,  and  hardly  any  more 
space  between  them  literally.  The  odor 
w  as  sickening — indescribable.  We  had 
to  retire  to  the  open  air.  The  doctors, 
however,  tjoiled  away  at  their  sacred  but 
painful  tasks.  Many  of  them  were  stained 
with  blood,  brave  human  gore,  from  tlie 
knee  tp  the  breast,  while  both  arms  w. re 
purple  with  the  wine  of  life.  Several  of 
them  mteqded  tocarrv  away  as  souvenirs 
the  balls  extracted  from  the  limbs  of  the 
wounded,  but  they  found  that  the  num¬ 
ber  increased  so  rapidly  that  they  were 
obliged  to  throw  them  away.  Few  of 
them  retained  any  except  those  taken 
from  general  officers  or  personal  friends. 
Thus  were  the  wounded  6f  the  Union 
army  “cabin’d,  cribb’d,  confin’d,”  with 
inadequate  hospital  supplies,  few  sur¬ 
geons.  and  no  nurses,  on  the  day  after 
the  great  conflict.  This  was  the’  cause 
of  tlie  fearful  mortality  on  board  the; 
steainlM.atis,  tlie  greatest  of  all  in  pro-, 
poition  t|o  numbers  at  the  battle  of 
Shiloh. 

About  noon  our  first  camp  over  the 
bluff  was  deserted.  With  "the  remnant 
of  our  equifiage  we  set  out  for  the  front, 
as  we  did  on  Sunday,  but  this  time  out 
ranks  were  thin,  indeed,  and.  at  tlie 
first  step  forward  sad  recollections  of 
the  past  two  days  crowded  ujKin  our 
minds.  On  our  way  we  found  a  dozen 
or  so  of  the  Confederate  dead  some  dis- 
tam  esouth  of  the  famous  peach  orchard, 
lying  within  from  two  to  five  feet  of 
each  othe(r.  A  shell  from  one  of  the 
gunboats  had  killed  them.  The  sight 
was  heart-rending.  They  were  torn  tc 
pieces— head  less,  disemboweled.*  arm¬ 
less,  legless.  They  had  been  there  from 
Sunday  evening  to  this  Tuesday  noon, 
liently  tlie  broken  forms  were  gathered 
together  And  buried.  One  young  fellow 
remem  tier  well.  His  beardless  face, 
tine  under-clothing  and  small  white 
hands  indicated  that  he  was  not  much 
used  to  the  vigorous  vicissitudes  of  life 
or  long  A  soldier  in  the  Confederate 
service.  I  shall  never  forget  tlie  liar- 
rowing  spectacle;  it  deeply  impressed  afl 
who  hud  t)if  misfortune  to  see  it;  but  it 
was  only  war. 

When  -we  arrived  at  our  camp 
found  that  the  Confederates  had,  in  oui 
al«ence.  pitched  some  of  our  tents  which 
left  boxed  up  when  we  preoij.itately 
“fell  hack”  on  Sunday  morning.  Enter¬ 
ing  one  of  tiie  tents  on  our  arrival  we 
found  hallf  a  dozen  or  so  of  the  southeri 
wounded.  One  or  them  was  from  Ala 
bama.  Be  fixedly  gazed  at  us  as  we  ap¬ 
proached  him.  His  wan,  wasted  features 
and  shock  head  were  strange  conti asts. 
His  furred  lij>sand  weak  voice  told  of  & 
night  in  the  vicinage  of  the  dark  valley 
of  death  and  the  indescribable  sufferings 
of  a  wounded  human  being  uj  on  tht 
battle-field  perhaps  during  tlie  preced¬ 
ing  twenty-four  hours.  Bending  down 
to  him  we  %oftIy  and  fraternally  inquired 
where  In*  was  wounded,  lie  imploringly 
turned  Ids  face  toward  us  and  in  a  low 
tone,  with  his  brown,  bare  arm  ex¬ 
tended,  begged,  “Don't  kill  ine;  you 
won’t  kill,  me?" 

Some  of  the  soldiers  good-naturedly 
began  to  laugh.  They  were  chided  foi 
their  leptyy  and  dismissed;  the  poqi 
rounded  were  assured  that  no  otu 
would  much  them  but  with  the  broad 
hand  of  kindness.  — C’apt,  R.  F.  Fernett, 
Ex-U,  Sf  Consul,  in  Philadelphia  Times.
